| A Proclamation to inhibite the Yale of Latinc 


Bookes reprinted beyond the Seas, hauing been firſt 
Printed in Oxford or Cambridge: 


Ache BT bs which haue 2 happened in Printing the 
Bockes and Wozkes Waitten in Latine, ſoꝛ the publike aduance- 
ment of Keligien, and Learning, in Our Uninerſities of Oxford 
aud Cambridge, there hath been foꝛ many yceres a ſpectall Pꝛinter 
allowed & authoꝛſed at either of Our laid Uninerſitics, that the 
Authoꝛs of thole Bookes,bcing themlelues at hand to take care 
Us USL Elin eye uit, uught ſend foꝛth their Woꝛkes in their owne oziginall purity, with- 
0:1t coꝛruptions and blemiſhes of milpꝛinting; Wee are now inkoꝛmed by the humble Pe- 
titions of the Chancelloꝛs, Maſters, and Students of both Our layd Uninerſities , That 
diners Bookes of that kinde, after they haue been well and carefully firſt pꝛinted heere, in 
good Paper, and with good Letters, haue been afterwards in the parts beyond the Deas 
repꝛinted very erroneous, and ſent backe from thence into this Our Kingdome of England, 
and Dominion of Wales, and vented here as true Copies, at lower Rates, in reſpect of 
the baſeneſſe ofthe Paper andPaint, then the Oꝛiginals here can be affozded; whereby 
the Authoꝛs haue been enfozced to diſtlaime their ow ne Woꝛkes lo repꝛinted, the firſtPzin- 
ters much impoueriſhed, and Dur owne people much abuled in laying out their Moneps 
vpon fallifiedozerroneous Copies: The ill conſequen-e whereof hath not onely diſcou- 
raged many of Our louing Subiects, (good Schollers of both Uninerſities) from pub- 
liſhing in Pzint, diuers good and vſefull Bookes of Latine,by them pzepared foz aduance- 
ment of good Letters, and the trueth of Religion ;, But hath alſo diſabled the Pꝛinters to 
vndertake the charge ol the Pꝛeſſe foz publiſhing ofthe lame, tillſome other courle be taken 


oꝛ pꝛeueuting the like abuſein time to come. 


Wee therefoze,out of Our Princely care hereof, as ofa matter concerning Our owne ho- 
nour, and the publique good of Our Subiects, haue thought lit, by, and with the aduice of 
Our Puuie Counſell) by this Our Pꝛoclamation, ſtraitly to charge and command that no 
perſon oz perſons, of what eſtate, degree, oz condition ſoeuer hee be, doe pzeſume from hence- 
fo22th to bzinginto any Our Domintons foz ſale, oꝛ vent oꝛ put to ſale , vpon any peetence 
whatloeuer, any Latine Authours, Wooke oz Bookes, pꝛinted in any the parts beyond the 
Seas, which haue been, oꝛ ſhall be fozmerly and oziginally pzintedin either of Our layd 
Unmierſities of Oxford oz Cambridge, vpon paine of Dur high indignation and diſpleaſure, 
and confiſcation of the Bookes ſo bzought ouer, 02 offered tobe put to ſale,andof ſuch fur- 
ther penalties and puniſhments, as the contempt of this Dur royall commandement ſhal 
be found to demerit: And that no perſon oz perſons, vnder the like paines and penalties, 
doe pꝛeſume to bup any ſuch Booke oz Bookes ſo repzintedin the parts beyond the Seas, 
ſo long as the (aidBooke oz Bookes ofthe Pꝛint of either of Dur ſaid Untuerſities ſhall bee 
of oꝛdinary ſale. And tothe end it may appeare what repꝛinted Bookes Wee intend by this 
Our pꝛoclamation to pꝛohibite the buying oz ſale of, Wee doe hereby require and command 
the Pꝛinters of both Oar laid Uniuerſittes, within one moneth next tomming to cauſe Cer-- 
tificate to be made vnder the hands of the Uite ⸗Chancelloꝛs of Our ſaid Uniuerſities reſpec 
tiuely, and deliuered to the Maſter and Wardens ol the Company of Stationers London, fox 
the time being, ok all ſuch Bookes oꝛiginally pꝛinted at either of Our ſayd Untuerſitles al⸗ 
ready extant, and in oꝛdinarp ſale; And to cauſe like monethly Certificate to be made of all 
ſuch other Bookes, as ſhall be hereafter from time to time oꝛiginally pꝛinted there.
